This  officer  was  al. noil  an  eve 
witness  to  the  battle  which  hap- 
pened on  the  6th  inftant  between 
tlue  combined  Ruilian  r,ud  Pruffian 
armies,  and  the  Poles')  It  feems 
that  the  intention  of  the  Polilh  ge- 
neral was  to  attack  the  Hull. an 
corps  Wader  Denifon,  about  eleven 
thoofand  ftrong,  befides  the  Cof- 
iack,  befoie  their  junction  with 
the  Pru'lians,  but  his  plan  failed, 
as  on  the-  fifth  the  Pruliians  had  ef- 
fected their  junction  with  the  Ruf- 
fian army,  confiding  of  near  twen- 
ty thonfand  men,  commanded  by 
tlie  king  in  perfon.  '1  he  Poles  had 
then  no  alternative,  but  to  change 
their  plan  into  adefenfive  one  and 
expecting  to  be  attacked  by  an  ar- 
my of  far  fuperior  force,  they  pre- 
pared to  receive  him.  Thepofition 
for,  their  army  was  rsaiievly  chofen 
and  all  the  villages  in  flank  were 
guarded  by  fniall  detachments  and 
field  pieces.  The  combined  ar- 
mies began  the  attack  at  eight  in 
the  morning  :  the  Poles  defended 
thcmfelves  with  com  age  without 
tailing  an  inch  of  ground,  and  even 
th«  peafants  armed  with  pikes  dar- 
ed to  advance  withi  i  fifteen  yards 
of  the  Pruliians  batteries.  '1  he  bat- 
tle was  abilinate  and  bloody  till 
about  2  o'clock  ;  when  the  P ruffi- 
ans, after  repeated  attacks,  fuc- 
cedsd  to  drive  the  Polilh  detach- 
ment, \%  Uh  four  field  pieces,  from 
a  \.  tge,  where  they  eltahlilhcd 
immediately  a  battery,  which  am- 
noyed  (a  much  the  Ranks  of  the 
Polilh  army,  that  they  pave  way 
and  begun  about  three  o'clock  to 
retreat,  leaving  foiii--  cannons  dif- 
mounied.  Their  retreat  was  eon* 
ducted  with  fo  much  judgment 
and  cooinefs,  that  tire  victorious 
armies  could  not  take  any  ad',  an- 
tage  on  tiieir  rear,  not  c\ en  make 
any  prifoners,  except  thole  who 
■were  left  wounded  on  the  field  of 
baric.  The  lofs  of  the  Poles  may 
be  computed  to  about  i  coo,  and  i  2 
cann  in*,  befides  a  l  ew  of  the  flying 
arriHery  j  fome  of  the  guru  had 
Ruilian  arms  upon  them-.  The  lofs 
of  the  combined  armies  mull  be 
double  ;  three  Prullian  oiilcers  have 
been  killed,  and  a  great  many 
wounded.  The  king  of  Pi  ulna  had 
a  narrow  efcape  ;  two  of  his  Aids 
cle  Camp  had  their  holies  killed  by 
his  fide.  His.,  fon,  prince  Louis, 
mewed  fo  much  braver}'  to  the  t-ier- 
fce't  fatisfaction  of  his  father,  thrt 
he  has. been  made  lieut,  gen.  and 
knighted  with  the  order  of  tiie 
black  eagle  on  the  field  of  battle. 
The  Ruilian  general  Denifon,  and 
lwro  Prudian  gcmerals,  received  the 
fame  orders  Many  officers  have 
been  rev.  arded  with  promo. ions  for 
their  gallant  behaviour,  and  Uriel 
execution.,  of  his  majelt'y's  com- 
mands. The  Polifh  general  Gro- 
chowlki,  who  formerly  had  been 
in  the  guards  of  hi  ;  Pinlfian  inaje- 
fly,  was  killed  in  this  action.  The 
Auitriaa  troops  are  daily  increaf- 
ing  in  this  country,  in  order  to 
guard  our  frontiers. 

BRUSSELS,  June  23.

On  the  2 1  ft  the  French  were  in 
great  force  at  Goffelles,  and  their 
advanced  polls  weie  between  Oof- 
felles,  and  Frafner.  General  Spie- 
gel was  then  at  Quatrfc  Bus,  gen. 
beaulieu  at  Petit  Meihel.  A  molt 
trcmenduous  cannonade  was  heard 
which  proceeded  from  the  army 
bef  ore  Charlci  oi. 

Yelterday  the  enemy  advanced 
and  fee  tired  the  poliefiion  of  Gem- 
appe.  The  movement  occaiioned 
general  alarm. 

Towards  the  evening,  however, 
it  was  reported  that  general  La- 
tour  had  fuccecded  in  driving  the 
enemy  from  their  polition  atChap- 
pelle  Herlaimont  and  that  he  had 
advanced  his  polls  to  Trefignies 
and  Anderlues.  This  intelligence 
was  not  confirmed  by  any  olucial 
accounts. 

During  the  night,  which  few  of 
the  alarmed  inhabitants  palled  in 
fleep,  it  was  laid  that  the  Fieneh 
had  fallen  back  from  Goflelles,  and 
that  the  prince  of  Ccbourg  had 
arrived  at  Ath,  about  nine  leagues 
from  limllels.  The  cannonade  a- 
gainft  Charlcroi  continued  with 
unabated  fury. 

June  24,  nine  o'clock  P.M. 

The  emigrants  having  olfeieel 
their  fervixe  to  marlhall  bender, 
they  w-.re  affciubled  in  the  meiv 
age  of  the  cosirt.  They  were  there 
div  ided  into  rout  companies  of  1 30 
men  each.

rived  at  Ath  on  die  night  before 
laft,  and  immediately  made  the  ne- 
ceflary  dlfpofitions  to  force  tiie  e- 
nemy  to  abandon  their  enterprise, 
ire  lent  a  large  detachment  to  re- 
lieve C  harleroi  ;  and  an  attack  be- 
ing made  on  the  enemy,  they  were 
forced  to  relinqujJh  thofe  poiitiani 
which  they  had  taken  on  the  pre- 
ceding day.

PHILADELPHIA,  Sept.  6. 
Ancient  hiltory  afford  us  many 
ftriking  inltances  of  patriotic  bra- 
very, among  which  lew  are  more 
biilliant,  than  that  of  Leonidas  at 
the  ltraits  of  1  hermopvlae  ;  but  e- 
ven  that  is  fcarcely  to  be  compar- 
ed to  the  following,  which  is  faid 
to  have  taken  place  at  Guadaloupe. 
Before  the  Englifh  landed,  the 
French  had  fprnng  a  mine,  and 
that  they  miglit  make  a  fure  de- 
itruertion  of  their  enemies,  a  French 
officer  pi  opofed  to  devote  hiinfelf 
to  death  to  ferve  his  country,  and 
agieed  to  go  over  to  the  Englifh, 
feign  hiinfelf  a  dcfci  ter,  and  lead 
them  on  the  fatal  fpot.  This  he 
did  ;  and  then,  giving  the  fignal  a- 
greed  upon,  to  his  countrymen, 
was  blown  to  pieces  with  the  whole 
body  of  the  Englifh,  confuting  of 
more  than  <Soo  men. 

B.ALTOMOPvl  ,  Augnft  29. 
The  follow  ing  extract  of  a  letter 
from  a  gentleman  in  France,  da- 
ted July  1,  was  obligingly  hand- 
ed to  us  by  arefpectable  charac- 
ter of  this  town. 

"  The  French  convoy  arrived 
the  14th  of  June,  in  the  belt  ilate, 
not  a  veflel  miffing,  with  15  rich 
prizes,  moftly  Indiamen— At  one 
inlianr,  couriers  were  fent  to  all 
the  different  towns  of  France  with 
civic  crowns — Joy  was  univerfal. 

U  The  army  of  the  N  01th  con- 
lift  of  160,000  men,  The  Englifh 
have  been  cut  to  pieces  in  the  vi 
cinity  of  Oltend.  The  French 
take  no  prif'oners.  No  quarters 
are  received  from'  the  Engliih.  The 
French  troops  are  encamped  with- 
in a  few  leagues  of  Mayence.  1  he 
king  ofitPmffia  has  notified  En- 
gland he  rould  no  longer  keep  the 
field,  if  he  did  no  receive  from 
them  fidl  pay  for  32,000  men— 
this  is  politive. 

"  Ten  fhips  of  the  line  have  fai- 
led from  i'oulon  and  are  cruiiing 
in  the  Mediterranean.  The  fcles 
have  flain  10, coo  Ruffians  in  the 
field,  and  made  7000  prifoners  at 
Grodno— the  fame  fr.te  followed 
them  in  the  Ukraine.  A  Conven- 
tion is  meeting  at  Warfaw — they 
copy  the  French  entirely.  The 
Turks  take  a  part  with  the  Poles, 
and  have  four  great  armies  in  full 
maich  to  the  frontiers  of  Rulfia 
and  Aufiria.  Sweden  and  Denmark 
are  faid  to  declare  m  favour  of  Po- 
land next  fpring. 

"  The  Nancy,  capt.  Smith,  of 
Baltimore,  is  Brought  into  port. 
Twenty  new  fail  of  the  line  and 
twenty  frigates  will  be  ready  by 
the  end  of  this  year.  Mr.  Munroe, 
in  the  Cincmnaius  is  at^rived  fafe."

though  I  was  obliged  tc  fell  thofe 
Certificates  to  a  gentleman,  now  a 
member  of  Congrefs  for  {j  in  the 
pound,  it  being  the  higheft  price 
and  more  than  the  fpeculatcis  in 
general  gave  for  that  fpeties  of 
property.  1  how  ever  expected  my 
country  would  confider  that  pub- 
lic engagements  had  not  been  ful- 
filled nor  public  juilicc  done,— . 
but  to  my  great  mortification^ 
hea;  d  Mr  Steel  bring  forward  & 
motion  on  the  floor  of  Congrefs, 
which  was  agreed  by  a  great  ma- 
jority of  the  iinmbers,  that  the 
army  had  been  lavithly  paid  by 
the  rations  they  received,  and 
moreover,  Certificates  for  their 
wages,  which  if  they  had  fold  for 
10/ in  the  pound,  it  w  as  more  than 
they  had  earned. 

A  government  capable  of  every 
fpecies  of  violation  cannot  enfure 
to  itfelf  a  fecond  time  fuccefs  irt 
arms,  and  the  members  of  it  a  har- 
veft  in  fpeculation.
